Tho next morn- 
ing there was a grand disturbance in 
the Rue do la Madeleine. •A.-orowd 
was gathered near a windoV aud the 
following words were whispered from 
ear to ear.

really in jad for debt?' 

Wiertz had exercised a little venge- 
ance toward his noble-and uofair cus- 
tomer. As soon as she had refused 
the portrait he had set to v/ork and 
painted a few iron bars on the picture, 
with those words, 'In jail for debt'. He 
exhibited the paining in a jeweller's 
shop in the principal street of Brus- 
sels. The (sffeefc was inslantaneous. A 
few hoqrs latep tfie Cbiihfesis was back 
at Wiertz studio, pouring invectives 
ugon him. 

'Most noble lady,' was the artist's 
reply, 'you said the painting did not 
look anything like youraelf , and that 
your most intimate iriends would not 
have recognized a single one of your 
features in the picture. I wanted 
simply to test the truth of your etftte- 
mout, that is all.' '

We are not givbu lo newspaper- pol- 
•mioB, and we regard the editor who 
is as a sort of literary Kidd or Black- 
beard, who bespatters his contempo- 
raries beoauso he don't know what 
other ^U8e to make of the ink he is ex- 
pected diurhallj; tp: j'^sWh'g." If there 
were.no aboses to cdrreot, no reforms 
to nrge, no'eoouomies to effect, per- 
haps an excuse might be offered for a 
bitter newspaper quarrisl; biit ''under 
existing circumstances, ^itl^'the'. coun- 
try appealing to the House for" relief 
from the load of debt wMdh' thd late 
GoTcrument piled up as a monument 
to their wuste and inbflSoiency, it seemts 
worse than criminal to expend time.inli 
and paper in a wordy discussion over 
matters in which the public feel little 
interest and from which they can 
glean no profit. The province of a 
newspaper, as we understand it, is to 
paint out to the country wliat it con- 
oaivea to bo the best and safest policy 
f ir a correction of public abuses and 
the iustitntiun of public reforms. It 
is not to assume to dictate; but it may 
guide. It if? not supposed to lead; but 
it may direct public thought into the 
right channel by following which the 
country may secure relief from 
the ills that assail it. In the series of 
articles which wo have published oc 
the fiscal condition of tho country we 
have not ouco dictated to either Gov- 
ernment, House or country the course 
which to our mind seemed the most 
reasonable and equitable in the pre- 
sent crisis. We have said that the 
House will be asked to provide for a 
deficit of upwards of $500,000, and we 
have asked for suggestions as to the 
proper method of meeting that deficit 
other than by taxation. Instead of 
t making suggestions, howeter; our 
contemporary has proceeded in anum- 
ber of articles of ajubUale Deo character 
to return thanks for the Government's 
difficulty, and to rejoice with exceed- 
ing gladness that there is a deceit to 
be provided for. From our contem- 
porary's standpoint it is not the coun- 
try that is suffering. It is not the 
country that has got to meet and pay 
oft' the public indebtedness. It is not 
the country that has got to provide the 
wnys^and means for discharging tho 
public liabilities which (we say it ad- 
visedly) were incurred by Walkem & 
Co. without a shadow of authority. 
Oh, no; it is the Government that, 
according to our contemporary, is the 
only sufferer. Should legislation be 
folooked, Government drafts dishonor- 
ed, contractors and workingmen fail 
to receive tbeir pay at the Treasury, 
and publ'c works suspended — the 
Standard thinks t'lat it wiil be the Qov- 
orrinent and not the country that will suf- 
fer! Such ignorance on the part of a 
would-be instructor is scarcely excusa- 
ble under any circumstances. Com- 
ing from the mouthpiece of the late 
Government — by whom the enor- 
mous indebtedness was incurred — 
the writer has riculy earned '"a round 
dozen" from public opinion for his stu- 
pidity or falsity. We are accused, too, 
of fiabing fur a polioy for the Govern- 
maot. Oar contemporary may rest quiet 
under tho assurance that wo shull uever 
cast our lines in its troubled soa iu the 
expectation of getting a bite from a tish 
fit for food. Sharks and devilfish abound 
iu the waters in which our contemporary 
sails. Bhurks are known to gulp down 
everything that may be thrown to tbem 
— whether it be a man or a sack of dol- 
lars. Deviltifih cast their tentacles round 
delicatu mortels and rpducethem to pulp 
by Btiction. Tho ravenous speciuN ol 
tliese monsters putronized Uy our con 
temporary swallowed or absorbed nearl.y 
8500,000 of the people's money in three 
years. Therefore, wben we venture on a 

Eiscatonai excursion we phall waste no 
ait on Huch "fish." Tiiey are gorgpd 
already. 

In speakin'j of the flscc! condition of 
tho Province, as left by tho former Min- 
iutrv. we liavo tried toMhotv that one of 
two' thing.-* is inevitable: Either the Gov 
ernmeat will have to borrow furth?j 
Bums of money of Canada at a sacrilico of 
railway work, or tliey will have to resort 
to taxation to defray the current expen- 
ses of government and meet tho dolicit 
There is no other ulteriiutive. The Jute 
Government tiied to flout a loan on the 
London MurUet and fulled ; and then made 
ie'fatal blunder of pledging the subfi- 
iea to Canada for B small advance. Shall 
the Elliott Ministry repeat and intensify 
the effects of that blunder for which the 
Province only tho other day almost uta- 
nimoiisly coodomned the Walkem Gov- 
ernment? The mujority of 1U3 for Mr. 
Elliott in Victoria city ; tho majority of 
110 for Mr. "Vernon iu Yule; and the una 
nimons return of Mr. Humphreys in 
"Victoria district point clearly to the 
popular disapproval of Buoh a course. 
Uowiohan and Saanich districts are cry- 
ing aloud for roads! roadsl Tho grand 
trunk wagonroad from Yale to Cariboo is 
iu such a Hfato of insecurity that toam- 
■ters in 1876 asked 8 cents per lb. for 
freight they were glad to carry tho year 
before for five cents per lb. 'Ihe road to 
Caasiir is untrnvelable, "Viotorians aod 
EBqnimaltcrs want the drydook and the 
Island lUiiway. Now, then, how nro 
theeo wants to bo .supplied except by tho 
impoiition of a tax that shall bear so 
lightly upon all slusses that none will 
feel it. and so cquiLubiy that no man 
ahall have it in hia power to say with 
trnlh that ho is heavily taxed ^wmlat his 
ceiMlbbor oscai es "aoot free ?" 

Wo are told by our contemporary that 
when Mr. Walkem as a member of tho 
McCreight Ministry thought it his duty 
to impose a property- tax there was a de- 
floit of 816|tiw>; but our contemporary | 



recites only one-half his lesson. Mr. AIc- 
OrQigbt showed a few weeks ago that 
^lien he resigned on the 27th December, 
1872, there was a deficiency of S46 800; 
that four days afterwards tho regular semi- 
annual payment bf the subsidy waH made 
which cleared off the deficit and left a 
■nrpluB of nearly §60,000 (not gSO.OOO as 
we stated on Friday) for the DoCosmos- 
Walkem Govornnieot to begin bnsine.'is 
vrithl Our contemporary, however, is 
like the too-v.illiLg witnesH. He proves 
too much. If Mr. Walkem thought it 
bis duty to reeommeid the impositioD 
of a property-tax when the deficit was 
only S'lG.BOO, how much more ebould he 
feol it his duty to support a acheiuo for 
taxation now when the actual deficit is 
3500,000? Tho Standard further says 
that when tho Walkem Government left 
office ''there was a large sum of money on 
iiti&di':' This "large 9am of money"; con- 
listed of $50,000 to meet liabilities dne 
and falling due of 8310,000! The stato- 
ment of our contemporary is as if a man 
were to eatimuto his wealth by tho 
.imount he lias iu his pocket lUid not by 
the amount he owes. As ragaids the ao 
tual defioib our contemporary runs 
afoal,of the tmtb again (the truth always 
suffirrs in his bands) by trying to make it 
appear tjjat the sum cf S310.000 repre- 
sents tho entire amount that will have to 
lie provided for during the current year. 
To this amount he very conveniently 
neglects to add the expenses of Govern- 
ment — 200.000 and odd dollars more — 
and then claims a victory for ••our side." 
Well, all we have to say on this heid ia 
that we airoeruly wish our oontempor- 
ary'.4 statement was a correct one. No 
doubt the country and the Government 
would feel much relieved. IlDfortunata 
ly, however, facts and figures show a 
very different result to that sketched by 
the Standard. Our statement that debeu 
turcB were depo.Mited as security foraloan 
uf $30,000, ia substantially correct, nl 
though the amount of those debentures 
may be somewhat less than stated. In 
uo part of tho Standard's article do wo 
lind a refutation uf our charge that that 
sum was borrowed at an illegal ruto of 
interest, and that Mr. DeUosmos was 
allowed to still further deplete the amount 
by a shave of §600, illegally paid him aa 
commission for employing another man 
to borrow the money! The Finance Min 
ister is charged with having included in 
thedeficit the sum of S31,000 expended on 
account of the dr>dock. But what will 
tho country say when wo tell it tliat 
every dollar thus far expended for duck 
purposes was borrowed from the Bunlt of 
British Columbia and is at this momfut 
still paying interest at current rotch?

City Police Court.

A sjokfey crowd of offenders appeared 
at'tlie Police Court yosturdiiy to rucoivo 
correction for their ov il doing. 

Kitty, a Hydah Indian woman, was tho 
first rmmo on tlio list calleil. Slio wus 
charged with beiiig drunk and ui.sordorly 
and .using languiigo unlit for tho hearing 
of hef ''^oro res'peotablo tlllicums. The 
maid of the forest without betraying a 
blush of shamo lulniittt-d tliiit tho ovil one 
iu tho shupo of anlout li([uor liad jxissoss- 
ed lior, and that sUo was nut niiudful of 
tho nature of lu<r ODUveisatiou. Fiuud 
five ahillinga or G luiurs iu jail. 

Two white men follownd on tho charge 
book, both arr,4Btod for having imbibed 
beyond the limit allowed by the lawa of 
equilibrium and ordfr. The i'lr.st plead- 
ed that it was the i u'y tinio ho had bouu 
detected iu spiritnuas dis;;uiai', tho other 
argued that it wus but tho sucond on- 
caaion his name had apper.red-on tho list 
of drunkards nnd that he had tas>ted of 
some of the "crooked" which had almost 
mi^donloaBly placed him in a sleep of 
oblivion on the soft side of a Wadding- 
ton Alley plank. Both were mulcted in 
the usual sum. 

The next charp;o was against William 
Dano for intorferinp: with the police in 
the execution of their duty. 

Mr. McElmen appeared for tho defen- 
dant ana argued that, admitting all tho 
evidence fox- the prosecutiou to be true, 
even then no otTenao, under the statutes 
bearing on the charge, had been commit- 
ted. 

His Honor said that tho defendant was of 
lo7ig standing in the city and he did not 
think that bs had wilfully obstrnoted 
the police, ho would therefore dismiss 
the case." 

Jaok, an Indian-, charged with assanlt- 

ing a'ffative of Mexico, pleaded that the 
hole displayed in plaintilT'a coat waa 
merely an ovidenuo of his — tho prisonor'w 
— friendship for him and that he had only 
been playing with him. 

The Inspector deposed that tho prison- 
qr had been in court on several opoasions, 
charged with being of too playful a char 
acter and with getting drunk and disor- 
derly. His- playmates generally regard- 
ed his good humor in the light of as- 
saults. 

His Honor told defendant ho must line 
him SIO or in default of payment sub 
ject him to a month's recreation in the city 
jail. 

Wm. Cooper in answer to an informa- 
tion charging him with being in posses- 
sion of a coat well knowing it to have 
been stolen, replied (hat ho had had a 
quarrel with an Indian who took tho gar- 
ment from his back and ran off, leaving 
it on the ground That ho— defendant — 
with aoonaiderate regard for tho Indian's 
wardrobe had picked it up and dopcsitod 
it with kindly thought behind tlie bar of 
Eagle Eestauruut, >7ohuson street. Tho 
owner of the property told a story slight 
ly at variance with the prisouer'-s yarn. 
He said that when he retired to his couch 
of down, on Friday night bo hung his 
ooat on a nail immediately above his bed 
and when he awoke on Saturday morning 
it had mysteriously deserted its peg. Ho 
did not know the prisoner, had not seen 
him before and consccjiiontly did not re- 
member havinlT quarrelled with him. 

Tho police gave their ovidouoo as to 
finding the coat in the bar of tho "Sail- 
or's Home" and as to the arrest of the 
prisoner. ' 

His Honor addrosHing Cooper told him 
that this was not his first nii[ n;ar(in on here _.. 
and that although the (svidenco failed to 
convict him on tho ))rosent ohargo, he 
would if he — the pii.sum.'r — woio connect- 
ed with any more such ailaira, instruct 
the poliee to charge him as a vagrant. 
Meanwhile he would advise him to be- 
have himself and look out for work. Tho 
Cftso^was disir-i.sHod. 

Another charge of drunk and disorder- 
ly resulting in a fine of 5 Bbilliogs con- 
cluded tho business, and the court ad- 
journed.

In the Honse of Commons, March U, 
Mr. Bunster rose to explain ^yhy ha would 
give a diflferent vote regarding this om- 
endment than he had oast tho nther night 
touching tho motiqn of tho member for 
Montreal Wwst. When British Columbia 
entered Confederation, its ^ar'ff was 123^ 
per cent, on manufactures. By this uot 
tho duties were raised 2}^ per cent.; and 
two years ago a similar increase had boon 
made, and uncomplainingly borno. Ho 
thought that the farmers had as much 
right to protection aa the manufacturers 
had; our industries wore at present either 
closed or running on short time, and as 
the country was being flooded with Am- 
erican goods these intc-ests should re- 
ceive proper consideration. 

When British Columbia entered tho 
Confederation, her farmers had a slight 
protection, and the articles they consum- 
ed wee nut boc-Kpensivo as thoy are now; 
neither was tho Government go expensive 
as it is to-day. They labour u^dor tho 
delnsion that Confederation -would in- 
crease their prosperity, but they found 
every promise broken, and they.realized 
the fact they had been dnped. When the 
hon. member for S|outh Bruce, on taking 
ollice, appeiiled to bis oonstitutonts, ho 
repudiated the agreement made with 
Lord Carnarvon, and yet the Leader of 
the Government took him in as his col- 
league, just as a man who had a bad case 
secured tho services of an able la\Yyer to 
make black appear white. The Hon. 
Premier did not wont to give British Col- 
umbia her rights, and that was why ho 
took the Hen. Minister of Justice into bin 
Cabinet, Last year he (Mr. Bunster) hud 
shown tho latter gentleman a specimen of 
British Columbia wheat; ho would now 
pass him a speoimen of British Columbia 
barley, and ask whether a country that 
could raise suoh grain as that was not 
wortli protection. 

Hon. Mr. Blake — I believe it can pro- 
tect itself. 

Mr. Bunster said it could not protect 
itself, because while the Americans had 
free access to our markets we wereiiracti- 
cally excluded from those in the United 
Stateaf In 1875'the Americans sent into 
British Columbia 728 horses and 1,181 
head of cattle, which wore entered at less 
than half their value on bogus invoices. 
Thoy also sent 1,-15-1 swine, 8,100 sheep, 
and other things in proportion, and yet 
tho Government when appealed to for 

protcotiou, replied: '-We cannot obange tbetsriff." 
U» kiiuw to tbu contrary. Tbey bad oban^id It alnco 
hn bail boun iu Parliament. But If tlie/ could not 
Kbaiigi) it for thi) wbolo Dominion thoy miRhc givu 
British Columbia a Jiacrimluatliig tariff, or allnw h(r 
to bav.) uuo ttucli art Bhu poaKusaoa bi-furo Cunfuder- 
htion,'Nvb«n she was moru happy and prosprTouB than 
fcibe hns beuu Bliici^ Innt-'aA of iujurini; tbu revuiiuo 
it would incruaau it. If thoy bad fruc-trado with tbo 
Uultid Slati'8 it would bo fair enough, but they wora 
m«t by a biavy tariff on everything tbey exported to 
that country. The coal of BrlUati ColUmbGi would 
bu excludiid altoffather from ban Franclica only for 
ilB KupFrlor quality. Aa aoon aa the Pacidc Ilalfroad 
Bhould bo built, Britisb Columbia would not object 
to any tariff that luigbt bo considered best suited for 
the intun-sl of tho wliolo Dominion. 

Uo ton!-hluroJ if Indian c"ru wuro not imported In- 
to Canada, th»t otbor oeraals to supply Hh place would 
bo cultivated to a crcatfr citynt than now. 'I'bcro- 
fore bo was of opinion that an advantage would re- 
sult to Canada from the taxation of Indian corn. Ho 
thoiii;lit ho had hIidwh that protection In tbl» countrr 
wurt (b-hiiable. If they had not wanted protection 'n 
Ontario, hu begtji'il to inform tbam that it waa de- 
Bired in Britisb Columbia, and ha hoped the aovern- 
nient would allow tbem to flz their own tariff, aH 
tbey wonldnot perfeim the other promiiea they na>l 
agreed to.

Many a father is puzzled.'vdiat to do 
with his girls. His boys' he has com. 

pui-atively little difficulty in placing in 
tho world, but his girls hang long and 
often heavily upon his hands, aud iu a 
few pases he ends by dying and leavin c 
thoin unprovided for. Apparently,be° 
lieving that their destiny iainatrimony 
be waits' and hopes— how earnestly he 
hopes none but the poor man hijxiself 
can say— for an eligible young, man 
to come along who will bo willing to 
wed one of the damsels. When such 
a young man does opportunely piit in 
an appearance it would, perhaps, .Jja 
unwise to say that any great amount 
of harm is the result of the course 
which has been pursued, but when a 
candidate for matrimony, who would 
be acceptable, declines to come for- 
ward, and the maiden's beauty fades 
away, it might safely be asserted that 
tho father had good reason to ask him- 
self if he has not been acting foolishly. 
His unmarried daughters, too, who 
see old maidhood looming in the not 
very distant future, may bo excused if 
they como to the conclusion that for- 
tune is treating them badly, and that 
thoso who havo had tho direction of 
their destinies are deserving of a , cer- 
tain amount o£ ceuBure<: ,At,:th'e:iraihe 
time, it is to be' feared ''tnat^mafiy 
young women, -who live in a respebt' 
able sphere of society, fall too readily 
into the belief that tbey have been born 
to become the wives of men who are 
more or less rich, and that it i3,thero- 
fore, unnecssary that they should "do 
anything for themselves-' except" ' sit 
with folded hands aud make their ap- 
pearance as becoming as possible. 

Now, wo have no wish to persuade 
young ladies .that they have not boon 
bora into the world to get married. At 
the same .time .'we would to toll them 
there are so many more women than 
there are men in England that, if ev- 
ery man married, which will certainly 
never happen, there would still be. a 
considerable number of spinsters. In 
addition, 'we would say that though 
marriage may be tbo natural goal of a 
woman's ambition, it is not the only 
ono which sho should strtve after." It 
is possible for her to live to very good 
purpose if she never gets married. It 
is an honorable thing for her to gain 
her own living in any way, though, by 
adopting many means of livelihood, 
sho may outrage the absurd and con- 
ventional hi'.vs of society. It is bet- 
tor for her to teach, or even serve iu a 
shop, than to fritter away her time 
over useless embroidery or sensational 
tales. Especially is this se, as many 
women who disdain to make them- 
selves useful wbeu they have others 
slaving away for them have to come 
down sooner or later. At present 
there is not a more painful sight than 
that of a mother aud a number of 
girls who have suddenl3' been depriv- 
ed of their support, aud, though thoy 
are utterly helpless, have to make au 
attempt to support themselves. As a 
matter of course, they descend to a 
state little better than genteel pauper- 
ism, all their relatives and friends be- 
ing called upon to contribute to their 
maintenance. Yet, with all the assis- 
tance that thoy receive, thoy aro bare- 
ly able to keep thou' head.3 above 
water, and at last haye to do what is 
decidedly hurtful to their self-respect. 
Tbey become second-rate teachers, 
though if they had chosen to do so, 
they might have qualified themselves 
to act as lirstrato governesses; thoy 
enter shops and work as drudges, 
simply because thoy aro not qualified 
to till positions of i-esponsibility; or, 
in other ways, iu order that they may 
be fed and clothed. In their hour of 
degradation, when the hot iron ia 
scorching their soul, it may bo that 
they sec their mistake, certain it ia 
that they become soured ip disp.o^i^on. 
Perhaps we have referred to extreme 
cases, but such extreme cases are very 
coinmon, and it is for people general- 
ly to say whether they ought not to 
be, as they might be, guarded against.
